Assault on Bill.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The 
nation’s tax bill will be cut $193,- 
640,080 this fiscal year; $377,790,000 
in the calendar year 1922, and 3780, 
330,000 in 1923, Chairman Fordney 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
asserted today in the majority re- 
port explaining the tax revision bi!! 
framed by Republican committee 
men. 


Without disputing the figures. 
Democrats of the House prepared in

Superintendent of Banks Backs Thrift Campaign in 
Public Schools; Analysis of Petroleum Situation. 


Jonathan 8S. Dodge, State Superin- 
tendent of Banks, told Trade Talk 
yesterday that he is heartily in fa- 
vor of the campaign to make in- 
struction in thrift a part of the cur- 
riculum of the elementary schools 
of the State. The importance.of in- 
struction of this character has been 
recognized by the Legislature, and 
especial provision is made for its in- 
auguration in a recent amendment 
to Section 1665 of the Politica! Code. 

The banks are expected to give 
valuable aid in establishing the new 
course, and the committee on edu- 
éation of the California Bankers’ 
Association has decided to plan its 
campaign of public education first, 
and later on reach bank employees 
themselves. P 

The school savings system is also 
looked upon by the superintendent 
as a valuable adjunct, and Mr. 
Dodge pointed out that under the 
system as he hoped it would be en- 
larged the habit of thrift would be 

ingrained in the school chil- 
Aren of the State, thus giving prac- 
tieal co-operation to the intent of 
the law. 

In reviewing the situation in con- 
nection with the school savings sys- 
tem as operated in this State, Mr. 
Dodge said that he was struck with 
the significant figures showing that 
almost 40,000 school children of the 
State have more than $1,100,000 
savings deposits, and this, with only

‘PETROLEUM SITUATION. 

Of] men who are looking for a sil- 
ver lining in the dark clouds of the 
present petroleum situation will not 
have to look far, according to re- 
cently published figures and the 
opinions of well-informed Los An- 
geles leaders in the ind „In- 
creased demand and decreases in 
cost and production are among the 
promises of the immediate future for 
the oll business. 

The latest cut in crude and re- 
flued products was made on August 
3, when the base rate for fuel and 
crude oils dropped 25 cents a bar- 
rel, and the retail price of gaso- 
line was reduced 2 cents a gallon. 
With this cut, many leading oil men 
believe that the bottom has been 
reached and that the next change in 
crude quotations will be upward at 
the time when either the production 
is greatly decreased or consumption 
is showing a material increase. Just 
as during the war period when the 
advance in price of crude oil had 
the effect of stimulating new driil- 
ing, the reverse effect is in evidence 
at the present time. rs are 
finding that it does not pay to drill 
in many of the fields at the cur- 
rent price. New wells recently 
brought in are mostly either located 
in sections where large producers 
might confidently be expected or

line prices can be maintained at 
the preent level, this Eastern de- 
be prevented from 
spreading to California.
